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HEALING: 
A Question of Faith

Ah, faith. Mysterious, medieval 
word. Can it indeed move . moun- 
tains—or even cure the common 
cold? 

In search of varieties of spiritual 
healing available in Westchester and 
Nassau, I set out on a month-long 
quest. Much of it was frustrating. 
Some who knew just weren't 
talking. But I followed the subject 
wherever it led, and a few remarkable 
people were willing to $share their 
beliefs and experiences in unorth- 
odox healing with me. 


Dr. Leo Louis Martello, who lives 
on West 80th Street in Manhattan, 1s 
a leader in the old *WICCA” 
religion, meaning ©Craft of the 
Wise” and called witchcraft. He 
has organized the Witches Liberation 
Movement to dispel the Christian 
myths about witches and to fight for 
the civil rights of those who practice 
this pre-Christian religion that 
worships a fertility goddess. 

His religion, he emphasizes, has ab- 
Solutely no connection with Satan- 
worship, black masses, $pells, or 
hocus-pocus. In other words, there 
are witches—and witches. 


Dr. Martello 1s, apparently, a 
recluse. He had his telephone discon- 
nected and refused to meet me. He

did, however, -respond to some of my 
typed questions with a lengthy letter, 
but would not disclose his age or 1in- 
formation about his doctorate. * 
cannot answer certain questions, ' 
he wrote. ©I also never give my 
age ... I'm an *'old soul' in a young 
body.” 

He did write about his faith, 
though. True Witchcraft, the old 
religion, is not for everyone, he 
cautioned me. *It is basically a Mys- 
tery Religion and people who'discov- 
er it have a sense of <$piritually 
'coming home.' However, the at- 
traction of the young and others to it 
is not always based on knowledge but 
on misconceptions and faulty pre- 
mises, e.g., the stereotyped myths of 
'having power over others, a vague 
Sense of the forbidden propagandized 
by the Established churches, and the 
unstated, nondefined idea that Witch- 
craft will represent an open sesame 
for all of one's whims and desires, a 
rejection of reason, a type of anti-in- 
tellectual or anti-mind mentality that 
thinks Witchcraft will welcome them 
with open arms precisely because 
they can't think, or worse, refuse 
to.” 

He continued, "Emotions are a 
powerful ingredient in performing 
Magick, but to be successful, these 
feelings must be directed by the 
mind. A car may have an excellent 
motor, but it's not going anywhere 
without a driver. And the driver had 


better be disciplined. True Magick 1s 
based on mind over matter. Ihe 
power of Witches 1s the result of long 
Study and training and complete 
belief in what they're doing. There 
is no room for doubt . . . ever. Most 


people attracted to the Craft have ul- 
terior, Or unconscious motives: they 
want power but are not really inter- 
ested in it as a religion or a self-dis- 
cipline. True Witches do not, cannot, 
Separate the two. That's why they 
get results and dabblers fall by the 
wayside.” 

Dr. Martello 'estimated at Jleast 
131” witches of the Craft in 
Westchester, Nassau and Suffolk. 
"Healing 1s a major part of our work 
when we raise the cone of power in 
our circles,” he said. This can be 


exhausting and depleting. Because of 
numerous requests for healing, I've 
evolved a sysStem of placing such peo- 
ple's names on a Healing Registry 
which is read before the healing 
begins. This list is inserted into a 
Tibetan Prayer Wheel which is 
revolved at a rapid rate while the 
witches dances grow in intensity 
until all of them fall to the floor or 
ground, exhausted. 

"We've gotten fantastic reports, 
but we make no claims for our 
healing. And no true Witch ever will 
charge for work done in the circle, 
Such as Magick or Healing. As to 
healings in the Christian Church, if 
they work for those in need, just fine. 
We have our own methods.” 


How does he view his own powers? 
**] don't believe as much in the *su- 
pernatural' as I do in the superpos- 
Sibilities in the natural.” I 'use my 
abilities (not *gifts' since that implies 
the unearned) in living my life to the 
fullest, attaining my goals, fighting 
for the civil liberties of religious 
minorities. I've never had the courage 
to be a coward. I could foresee the 
consequences only too clearly.”
